A coroner’s jury called for duty 
on Monday ruled that the death of 
Walter Mikkelsen, 29, of Detroit 
was accidental.

“The moon will not vanish from 
sight during the so- called total 
phase. of the eclipse.” she points 
out.

This sunlight filters through t he 
earth’s atmosphere around the 
base of the shadow and then is de- 
flected and spread out over the 
surface of the moon, This will 
give the moon a dull red or cop- 
per color throughout the 46 min- 
utes of total eclipse.” 

Dr. Losh recalles that there was 
a similar total eclipse of the modn 
on October 6, 1949, but emphasizes 
that a total eclipse of the moon 
does not occur at every full moon 

eause-the-moon's- route: through | 
space is usually tilted at such a 
degrce that it passes above or be- 
low ,the shadow of the earth. It 
is only on oécasions that the 
moon’s route during the full phase 
is such that it is affected by the 
shadow of the earth case by the 
light of the sun, 

The September moon also makes 
news because it fs the Harvest 
Moon since the sun enters the au- 
tumnal equinox at 9:44 A. ML, 
Eastern Standard Time, on Sep- 
tember 23 and begins its long 
journey south of the equator.
